ROMANY 
TALK. 


Mr. Leland Among the W andering People. 


Mr. Leland in his strange book about 
gypsy life has some rom antically interest­ 
ing chapters. 
H e had an extraordinary 
knack of 
establishing friendly relations 
w ith the gypsies. 
A t St. Petersburg he 
w ent w ith a distinguished 11 ustian officer 
to a certain cafe frequented by gypsy m u­ 
sicians : 
W e entered a large room, and there, 
sure enough, stood six or eight girls and 
two men, all very well dressed, and all u n ­ 
m istakably Komany, thongh sm aller and of 
much slighter or more delicate frame than 
the poweiful gypsy “ trav elers” of Eng­ 
land. 
In an instant every pair of great, 
wild eyes was lixed upon me. 
The General 
was in every way a more striking figure, 
but I was m anifestly a fresh stranger, who 
knew nothing of the country, and certainly 
nothing of gypsies or gypsydom . 
Such a 
verdant visitor is always m ost interesting. 
I t was not by any means my first recep­ 
tion of the km d, and as I reviewed at a 
glance the whole party, I said w ithin m y­ 
self : 
“ W ait an instant, you black Bnakes, 
and I will give you som ething to m ake you 
sta re.” 
, 
T his promise I kept, when a young rato, 
who looked like a handsome light Hindoo, 
stepped up and addressed me in Russian. 
I looked long and steadily at him before I 
spoke, and then said : ' 
“ Lnlcho 
(liven* prala ” (Good 
day, 
brother.) 
“ W hat is th at ? ” he exclaimed, startled. 
“ Tu jincK latehu adosta." 
(You know 
very well.) 
A nd theD, w ith the expression 
in Ilia face of a man who has been fam il­ 
iarly addressed by a 
brazen 
statue, or 
asked by a new-born babe, “ W hat o’clock 
is it ?” but w ith great joy, he cried : 
“ Rom anichal!" 
In an instant they were all around me, 
m arvelling greatly, and earnestly express­ 
ing their marvel, at w hat new species of 
gypsy I m ight be, being in this quite un­ 
like those of England, who, even when 
they are astonished “ out of their senses” 
at being addressed in Romany by a gentle­ 
man, m ake the most R ed-Indian efforts to 
conceal their amazement. 
B ut I speedily 
found th at these Russian gypsies were as 
unaffected and child-like a3 they were gen­ 
tle in manner, and th a t they compared 
w ith our own prize-fighting, stardy-beg- 
ging, always-suspecting R om tny roughs 
and rufiana.1 as a delicate greyhound m ight 
compare w ith a very shrewd old bnll-dog, 
trained by an unusually “ My” tram p. 
* 
«

“ B ut 1 m ust Bit dow n.” 
1 observed on 
this and other occasions th a t Russian gyp­ 
sies arc very naif. 
And as it is in hum an 
nature to prefer sitting by a p retty girl, 
there Slavonian Romanys so arrange it ac­ 
cording to the principles of natural selec­ 
tion—or natural politeness 
th at, when a 
stranger is in their gates, the two p ret­ 
tiest girls in their possession sit at his right 
and left, the two next attractive next 
again, ct seriatim. 
S > at once a damsel el 
comely mien, arrayed in black silk attire, 
of faultless elegance, cried to me, pointing 
to a chair by her side, “ Bersh hi alaij, rya 
(Sit down, tir) 
a phrase which would be 
perfectly intelligible to any Romany in 
England. 
I adm it th at there was another 
dam3el, who is generally regarded by most 
people as the true gypsy belle of the party, 
who did not sit by me. 
But, as the one 
who had “ voted herself into the chair,” 
by my side, was inor. to m y liking, being 
the most intelligent and m ost gypsy, I had 
good cause to rejoice. 
The company sang for him, and he gives 
an excellent description of the characteris­ 
tics of the wild music for which they are 
famous. 
They seem to have exerted them ­ 
selves w ith special zeal for such an appre­ 
ciative listener : 
“ W e intend to sing only Rom any for 
¡IOU, n ja ," said the youDg lady on my left, 
“ and you will hear enr real gypsy airs. The 
Gaji (Russians) ofien ask for songs in our 
language, and don’t get them . 
B ut you 
are a Romanichal, and when yotl go home, 
far over the baro bato pani (the broad 
black water, th a t is, the ooean), you shall 
tell the Ilom auy how we can sing. L isten !” 
And I listened to the strangest, wildest 
and sw eetest singing I ever had heard— 
the Binging of Lurleis, of sirens, of witches. 
First, one damsel, w ith an exquisitely 
clear, firm voice, began to sing a verse of 
a love-ballad, and as it approached the end 
the chorus stole in, softly and unperceived, 
but w ith exquisite skill, until, in a few 
seconds, the sum m er breeze, m urm uring 
melody over 
a 
rippling lake, seemed 
changed to a m idnight tem pest, roaring 
over a storm y sea, in which the basso of 
the balo s/iurubro (the black captain) 
pealed like thunder. 
-Just as it died away 
a Becond girl took up the melody, very 
Bweetly, but w ith a little more excitem ent 
—it was like a gleam of m oonlight on the 
still agitated waters, a strange contralto 
witch gleam ; and then again the chorus 
and the storm ; and then another solo yet 
sw eeter, sadder and stranger—the move­ 
m ent continually increasing, until all was 
fast, and wild, 
and m ad—a locomotive 
quickstep, and then a sudden silence—sun­ 
light—the storm had blown away. 
N othing on car:h is so like magic and 
elfin-work as when women b urst forth 
into im provised melody. 
The bird only 
“ sings aa his bill grew ," or w hat he learned 
from the elders ; y et when you hear birds 
siDging in woodland green, throw ing out 
to God or the fairies irresponsible floods of 
w hat seems like audible sunshine, so well 
does it m atch w ith sum m er’s light, you 
think it is wonderful. 
I t is m ostly when 
you forget the long training of the prima 
douna, in her ease and apparent naturalness, 
that her song is sw eetest. 
B ut there is a 
charm , which was well known of old, 
though we know it not to day, which was 
practiced by the bards and believed in by 
their hietorians. 
It was the feeling th at 
the song was born of the m o m en t; th a t it 
came w ith the air, gushing and fresh from 
the soul. 
In reading the strange stones of 
the professional bards and scalds and m in­ 
strels of the early M iddle Age, one is con­ 
stantly bewildered at the feats of off-hand 
composition which were exacted of the 
poets among Celts -or Norsemen. 
A nd it 
is evident enough th a t in some m ysterious 
way these singers know how to p at strange 
pressure oa the Muse, and squeeze strains 
out of her iu a m anner which would have 
been impossible at present. 
Y et it lingers here and there on earth 
among wild, Btrange people 
this art of 
m aking melody a t will. 
I first heard it 
among Nubian boatm en on the Nile. 
I t 
was as m anifest th a t it was composed d u r­ 
ing the m aking as th a t the singers were 
unconscious of their power. 
One sung at 
first w hat may have been a well-known 
verse. 
W hile singing, another voice stole 
iu, and y et another, softly as Bhadows steal 
into tw ilig h t; and ere I knew it all were 
in a great chorus, which fell away as m ys­ 
teriously, to become duos, 'tr io s - changing 
in melody in strange, sw eet, fitful wise, as 
the faces seen in th® golden cloud in the 
visioned aureole of God blend, separate, 
burn and fade away ever into fresher 
glory and tints'incarnadined. 
A fterw ard Mr, Leland sang to his enter­ 
tainers a ballad from George Burrow’s 
“ Lavengro.” 
He had always been in 
doubt w hether thie was a genuine old 
gypsy ballad or a composition of M r. Bor­ 
row s ; but the p retty girl beside him cried 
out, “ I know th a t song 1” and im m edi­ 
ately sang a ballad essentially the same. 
It seems droll th a t our countrym an should 
be able to amuse a company of Russian 
gypsies w ith the songs of th eir own race ; 
b at he did Btranger things than th at. Once 
we find him telling six gypsies’ fortunes by 
palm istry —a proceeding which the late 
G. H. Lewes rightly declared to lie “ the 
ne plus u ltra of cheek.” 
A t Moscow he 
w ent alone iu search of a gypsy cafe, and 
his success was oven more signal than at 
St. 
Petersburg. 
A 
handsome, 
slender 
young lady, elegantly attired in black silk, 
was pointed out to him as one of the race! 
I stepped across to the girl, who rose to 
m eet me. I said nothing for a few seconds, 
b ut looked at her intently, and then ask ed ’: 
“ Rakessa tu Romanes, m iri pen ’’’ 
(Do 
you talk Romany, m y lister?) 
She gave one deep, long glance of u tter 
astonishm ent, drew one long breath, and, 
w ith a cry of delight and wonder, said : 
’ 
“ R om anichal!" 
T h at word awoke the entire com pany, 
and w ith it they found out who the in! 
trad er was. 
“ Then m ight you hear them 
cry aloud, • T he M oringer ia here !’ ” for I 


began to feel like the long lost lord re­ 
turned, so warm was my welcome. 
They 
docked around me ; they cried aloud iu 
Romany, and one good-natured, smiling 
man, who looked like a Germ an gypsy, 
m ounted a chair, waved a gnitar by its 
neck high in the air as a signal of discov­ 
ery of a great prize to those at a distance, 
repeating rapidly : 
“ A va bai, ava'bai, R o m a n i c h a l (Come 
here; here’s a gypsy !) 
A nd they came, dark and light, great 
and small, and got ronnd me, and shook 
hands, and held to my arm s, and asked 
where I came from, and how I did, and if 
it wasn’t jolly, and w hat would I take to 
drink, and said how glad thev were to sec 
me ; and when conversation flagged for an 
instant, somebody said to his next neigh­ 
bor, w ith an air of wisdom, “ American 
R om any,” and everybody repeated it w ith 
delight. 
Then it occurred to the guitarist 
aud the young lady th a t we had better sit 
down. 
So m y first acquaintance and dis­ 
coverer, whose name was Liubasha, was 
placed, in right of pre-em ption, at my right 
hand, the belle des belles, Miss Sarsha, at 
my left, a num ber of damsels all around 
these, and then throe or four circles of 
gypsies, of different ages and tints, stand­ 
ing up, surrounding us all. 
Iu the outer 
ring were several fast-looking and p retty 
Russian or Germ an blonde girls, whose 
mission it is, I believe, to dance— and flirt 
—w ith visitors, and a few gentlem anly 
looking Russians, vieux ¡jarcons, evidently 
of the kind who are at home behind the 
scenes, and who knew where to come to 
enjoy themselves. 
A ltogether there m ust 
have been about fifty present, and I soon 
observed th a t every word I uttered was 
prom ptly repeated, while every eye was 
fixed on me. 
Of Mr. Leland’s m anner of ingratiating 
himself w ith English gypsies (among whom 
he seems to enjoy a wide celebrity) the fol­ 
lowing characteristic anecdote will serve as 
an illustration : 
One evening, aa the shadows were dark ­ 
ening the day, I m et a little gypsy boy, 
dragging along, w itlt incredible labor, a 
sack full of wood, whioh one needed not 
go far afield to surmise was neither pur­ 
chased nor begged. 
The alarm ed and 
guilty or despairing look which he cast at 
me was very tonching. Perhaps he thought 
I was the gentlem an upon whose property 
he had “ fo u n d ” the w ood; or else a 
m agistrate. 
How he stared when I spoke 
to nim in Rom any, and offered to help him 
carry it 1 As we bore it along I suggested 
th a t we had b etter be careful and avoid the 
police, which rem ark established perfect 
confidence betw een us. 
B ut as we came 
to the tent, w hat was the amazement of 
the boy’s m other to see him returning w ith 
a gentlem an helping him to carry his load 1 
A nd to hear me say in Romany, and in a 
cheerful to n e ! “ M other, 
here is some 
wood we’ve been stealing for you.” 
Gypsies have strong nerves and much 
cheek, b ut this was beyond her endow­ 
m ent ; she was appalled at the unearthly 
strangeness of the whole proceeding, and 
when she spoke there was a skeleton rattle 
in her words and a quaver of startled 
ghastliness in her laugh. 
She had been 
alarm ed for her boy, and when I appeared 
she thonght I was a swell bringing him in 
under a r re s t; b at when I announced m y­ 
self in Romany as an accomplice, emotion 
stifled thought. 
And I lingered not, and 
spoke no more, b u t walked away into the 
woods and the darkness. 
However, the 
legend w ent forth on the roads, even unto 
Kingston, and was told among the rollick­ 
ing Romanys of ’A ppy ’Am pton ; for there 
are always a m erry, loafing lot of them 
about th a t festive spot, looking out for 
excursionists through the m onths when 
the gorse blooms, and kissing is in season 
—which ia always. 
And he who seeks 
them on Sunday m ay find them camped in 
Green Lane. 
T here are many persons in England who 
are not gypsies y et speak the Romany lan­ 
guage more or less im perfectly ; b u t they 
can hardly vie w ith our author in accom­ 
plishm ents, if we are to judge from the 
following account furnished by one of the 
m ysterious nondescripts : 
I t appears from his account th a t they 
were “ a kind of mixed, you see, and dusted 
in, you know, and on it, out of the family, 
it peppers u p ; b u t not exactly, you under­ 
stand, and th at's the way it is. 
A nd I re­ 
m em ber a ease in point, and th a t was one 
day, and I had sold a horse, and was w ith 
my boy in a moramemjro’sbuiUliba [barber's 
shop], aud my boy says to me in Romanes, 
‘Father, 
I ’d like to have my hair cu t.’ 
1 It's too dear here, my son,’ said I, Roman- 
esk es; 'fo r th e bill says three-pence.’ 
And then the barber, he ups and says, in 
Romany, ‘Since you’re Romanys, I ’ll cut 
it for fico-pence, though it’s clear out of all 
my rules.' 
And he did i t ; but why th a t 
man rabbeted Romanes I don’t know, nor 
how it comes a b o u t; for he hadn’t no more 
call to it than a pig has to be a preacher. 
B at I've known men in Sussex to take to 
diggin' truffles on the same principles, and 
one Gorgie in H astings th at adopted cellin’ 
fried fish for hie living’, about the town, 
because he thought it was kind of romantic. 
T h at’s it.” 
Once M r. Leland was w ith a boating 
party of gentlefolks on the Thames, and 
one of his companions was M r. Roebnck : 
A nd as th e boat w ent along by W ey- 
bridge we passed a back by which was a 
sm all gypsy c am p ; 
tents and wagons, 
donkeys and all, 
reflected in the silent 
stream , as m uch as were the swans in the 
fore-water. 
A nd in the cam p was a tall, 
■handsome, wild beauty, named Britannia, 
who knew me w e ll; a damsel fond of lark­ 
ing, w ith as much genuine devil’s gunpow­ 
der in her as would have made ail entire 
pack or a Chinese hundred of sixty-four o f 
the sm all crackers known as fast girls, in 
or around society. 
She wsa a splendid 
creature, long and lithe and lissom, but 
well rounded, of a figure suggestive of 
leaping hedges ; and as the b u d shone on 
her white teeth and burning black eyeB, 
there was a hint of biting, too, about her. 
She lay coiled and basking, 
in feline 
fashion, in the sun ; b u t at sight of mo on 
the boat, up she hounded, and ran along 
th e bank, 
easily keeping up w ith the 
steam er, and crying ont to me in Romanes. 
Now it ju st so happened th a t I by no 
means felt certain th a t all of the company 
present were such genial Rohemians as to 
appreciate anything like the joyous inti­ 
macy which B ritannia was manifesting, as 
she. A talanta-like, coursed along. 
Conse­ 
quently, I was not delighted w ith her at­ 
tentions. 
“ W hat a fine girl ! ” said Mr. Roebncl^, 
“ How well she would look on the stage ' 
She seems to know you.” 
“ C ertainly,” said one of the ladies, “ or 
she would not be speaking her language. 
W hy don’t you answer her ? 
Let ns hear 
a conve: sation." 
Tnns adjured, I answered : 
" M iri pen, m iri bushti pen, bewj leltute, 
mn rnbber sa droran! 
Or rna robber Ro 
manesbas. 
M an dibesa b rania shan nbai. 
M iri bam el i—man bair mandy lodge!" 
(M y sister, my nice, sw eet sis te r! 
devil 
take you 1 d o n 't hallo at me like th a t ! 
Ur 
else don’t talk Romany. 
D on't you see 
tnere are ladies here 1 
My dear, don't put 
me to sham e !i 
“ Pen Ovt rani ta icusser mandy a trin- 
ym sh i—iz-Ao—op, hallo!" 
(Tell the lady 
to shy me a shilling 
whoop .') cried the 
Ja st damsel. 
• 
“ P a miri duvels bam, p eu —o hero se ta 
duro. 
M ainly '11 del tide, a pashborauna 
keratti i f tu tecel ja . 
Gorgie slian i fob. 
b a taboi! ” 
(For the Lord's sake, sister ! 
the boat is too far from shore. 
I'll give 
you half a crown this evening if yon 11 
clear ont. 
These be (Ifntiles, these bers.j 
11 Jt seems to be a melodious langnsge, 
said Mr. Roebuck, greatly amused. “ " hat 
are you saying ?” 
“ I am telling her to hold her tongue, 
and go.” 
, 
“ B ut how on earth does it happen th at 
you speak such a language; 
inquire/1 a 
lady. 
“ I always thonght th at the gypsies 
only talked a kind of E nglish slaDg, and 
this sounds like a foreign tongue.” 
All this time Britannia, like the Cork 
Log. never tired, but kept on the chase, 
1 neck and neck, till we reached a lock, when, 
with a merry langh like a child, she turned 
on her track and left ns.

9ñ 74 per cent of the rails havo been w ith ­ 
draw n, owing to wear, while not a single 
steel rail has. 
The differoncs in price, on 
the other hand, has been im m aterial. 
W aterproof muslin is b etter for coverings 
to chicken coops in cold w eather th an 
boards, as it adm its heat from the sun. To 
render fabrics waterproof, dip them into 
water which contains o d o -fifth of its bulk 
of soap in solution. 
L et the cloth dry, 
and then immerse in w ater containing 20 
per cent, of sulphate of copper in solution. 
The sim plest and cleanest eubstance for 
cleaning Bilver articles is, according to 
Professor Davenport, hyposulphate of sods. 
It acts quickly, and is inexpensive. 
A 
rag or brush moistened w ith a saturated 
solution of the salt cleanses even strongly 
oxidized silver surfaces in a few seconds, 
w ithout the application of any polishing 
powder. 
L atterly the m akers of .'inecar structures 
seem to be giving extra attention to the 
m atter of elegant finish, and some model 
work is being turned out in this direction. 
The heavier tim bers and lum bers in cars 
are largely of pine, oak, cypress, etc., while 
in the finishing, 
m ahogany, cherry, red. 
wood, w alnut, ash, and other woods are 
the im portant factors, though the richer 
of them , of course, have the preference 
where the great elegance is desired. 
There is a growing tendency am ong car- 
bnilders to increase the capacity of freight 
cars, and this movem ent is going on more 
rapidly than a corresponding im provem ent 
in the roadbed. The greater power of steel 
to resist wear and crushing strains has n a t­ 
urally induced railroad managers to p u t on 
cars which will carry more freight per unit 
of dead w eig h t; b ut it now looks as though 
even the heavier sections of stoel rails will 
not suffice, and th a t at no d istan t date our 
mills will be called upon to roll very heavy 
rails. 
“ W h at constitutes the strength of the 
electro m agnet,” is answered through the 
Scientific American, as follows : The m ag­ 
netic strength of an electro m agnet depends 
upon the siz3 of the iron core, the num ber 
of tarn s of wiro surrounding it, and the 
strength of current ehsrging the wire of 
this helix. 
In practice these helicos are 
seldom wound to a diam eter exceeding 
three tim es the diam eter of the core, as 
w hat is th trcb y gained in m agnetic m om ent 
is more than lost in increased resistance of 
helix circuit. 
In the Berichte tier DeMschen Chemischen 
Qesellschaft, W . Spring has shown th a t 
when a m ixture of bism uth tilings, cadm ium 
and tin, in the proportions necessary for 
the form ation of W ood's alloy, is subjected 
to a pressure of 7,500 atm ospheres, the 
mass th u s obtained powdered and again 
subjected to the same pressure, a m etallic 
block is formed which has all the physical 
properties of the alloy. 
In like m anner 
Rose’s m etal was made by subjecting the 
proper m ixture of lead, bism uth and tin to 
light pressure, and when zinc hnd copper 
filings were repeatedly pressed, a mass re­ 
sem bling brass was finally obtained. 
There is no one b etter qualified to give 
reliable inform ation in reference to the 
practical operation of a locomotive than 
the engineer, the man who runs it. 
This 
being true, 
the m aster m echanic would 
derivo great benefit from a proper exam i­ 
nation of his, engineers. 
If a m aster m e­ 
chanic who has never tried the experim ent 
were to question his engineers, w ith a view 
to finding out their views iu regard to 
w anting to know more about their engines, 
he would be surprised a t the eager disposi­ 
tion m anifested by the m ajority to learn 
and advance them selves in know ledge.—

Dealers and consum ers are one 
day threatened w ith prosecution by law if 
they sell a certain article declared to be an 
infringement, aud the next day g et a p rin t­ 
ed communication from another m anufact­ 
urer stating th at they need not fear, and in­ 
viting them to tell the articles in qaeation, 
the m anufacturers pledging them selves to 
protect their customers. 
There can be no 
doubt th at much injustice has been and is 
being done to innocent purchasers of in­ 
fringements of patented articles, and it ia 
manifestly nnfair to 
expect buyers of

contesting 
patentees. 
A 
hill 
is 
now 
pending 
before Congress which in a sweeping m an­ 
ner proposes to do away w ith this evil ; 
but it is so framed as to fall from one ex­ 
trem e to the other. 
I t provides th a t no 
suit shall ue brought against nor dam ages 
claimed for the nse of any p aten t article, 
provided such article was purchased in the 
open m arket. 
I t is held, w ith m uch force, 
th at soch a m easure will greatly encourage 
infringements, and wonld th u s seriously 
im pair the u tility of our p atent laws.

note th a t protests are entered from many 
quarters, and th a t the F’ranklin In stitu te, 
of Philadelphia, sent a special com m ittee 
to W ashington to oppose the bill in its

W e could easily have 


m ultiplied proofs of the p erfect consistency 
of ou r position, for o at of S everal hundred 
articles w ritten upon the debris question 
it will bo difficult to find one which does 
not recognize the necessity of protecting 
th t valley lands at all costs ; which does 
n it recognizs th e entire justice of 
the 
position of the farm ers ; and which does 
not advocate the cause of the valley resi­ 
dents, even while seeking rem edies which 
may perm it the preservation of the mining 
interest also. 
The tru th is th a t this jour­ 
nal was the first to point out the dangers 
incident to hydraulic mining, and th a t it 
has ever since been the most unflinching 
defender of the rights of the farmers. 
I t 
has, 
however, not perm itted extrem ists 
aud shallow thinkers to control its course. 
Recognizing as the first d u ty of its position 
the conservation of all the interests in­ 
volved, it has resolutely refused to become 
the channel of passion and prejudice, and 
has as 
resolutely pursued those 
lines 
which seemed to promise the m ast econom­ 
ical and least destructive settlem ent of the 
whole question. 
W e have refnsed to adm it the necessity 
of stopping hydraulic mining until th at 
necessity was made apparent.

The engineers, who are alone com­ 
petent advisers on such questions, have 
after fall exam ination declared it practica­ 
ble to protect the rivers snd the valley 
lauds w ithout requiring hydraulic mining 
to be abandoned. 
W e believe th a t this 
can be done. 
Judge Tem ple believes th a t 
it can be done. 
B ut the R e c o rd - U n io s 
and Judge Tem ple agree th a t until it is 
done the working of the hydraulic mines 
should be suspended. 
Our platform to ­ 
day is precisely w hat it was last Septem ­ 
ber, as shown by the editorial of th at date, 
reproduced this morning. 
W e say th a t if 
rem edial m easures are feasible they should 
be applied. 
B ut “ if no snch m easures 
“ can be devised, then, in natural justice, 
“ hydraulic mining should cease, unless 
“ those directly profited by such operation 
“ shall prevent, at their own cost, all in- 
“ ju ry to private property, and all damage 
“ to the navigable w aters of the S tate.” 
Wc say also th a t while the farm ers are en­ 
titled to full protection, they onght to rest 
content w ith th at, and they ought not to 
insist upon the destruction of a great in­ 
dustry if they can secure them selves w ith­ 
out such recourse. 
The positions of the R e c o rd -U n io n on 
this whole subject are assuredly not snch 
as wc hsve any cause to be ashamed of. 
There is not an editorial expression on this 
problem , 
from first to last, which we 
should not cheerfully republish if occasion 
arose. 
W e, took a t the ontset a course 
which was based upon a sincere determ ina­ 
tion to aohieve the greatest good to the 
greatest num ber, and we have followed it 
logically and consistently to tho present 
hour. 
N either m isrepresentation nor prej­ 
udice nor ignorance nor perversity have had 
any power to change our course in the past, 
nor will they have in th e future. 
Each 
fresh developm ent in the caso has served 
to vindicate our judgm ent and to confirm 
the wisdom of 
our 
prevision. 
Every 
authoritative expression upon it has been 
in fall accord w ith the opinions of this 
journal. 
The men 
whose 
experience, 
learning, skill, render their views weighty, 
have all been and are now w ith us. 
W e 
have endeavored to treat w ith m oderation 
and patience the querulous, frottish, or 
aggressive attitu d e of those who, though 
we were battling for their interests, could not 
or w ould not understand us. There is only 
one charge which we will not bear, and 
th a t is the charge of inconsistency, and of 
claim ing for ourselves positions which we 
have*not held. 
To such accusations we 
shall reply as we have to day, by reference 
to the actual language of our past editori­ 
als. 
W e shall also, as we do now, chal­ 
lenge our opponents to produce from our 
files any editorial cxprcBBiona which do not 
consist perfectly w ith the extracts we here­ 
with present.

THE LOSS OF THE ESCAMBIA. 


On M onday a B ritish iron steam er named 
the Escam bia, after having taken on board 
2,400 tons of w heat and 80 tons of coal, 
w ent to sea, bound for Portugal, and cap­ 
sized and sank five miles from the Heads. 
The Captain, engineer, 0 00k and stew ard, 
reached the shore yesterday m orning, they 
being the only survivors out of a boat load 
of ten men. 
A nother boat-load of seven 
men has not been heard from. 
80 sudden 
and sw ift a catastrophe has of course given 
rise to all sorts of stories, but the general 
opinion is th a t the steam er was badly 
loaded, th a t she was top heavy, and th at 
she could not Btand up under the heavy 
swell on the bar. 
The pilot who took her 
out observed that she did not behave well, 
and th at she rolled in an alarm ing manner, 
and he told the Captain th a t ho did not 
think her safe. 
The Captain, however, 
was detcim ined to go to sea, and so he has 
lost his ship and the greater part of his 
crew. A very curious story is told about 
the loading of this steam er ; 
so curious 
th at we find it very difficult to accept it 
though if it were true it certainly would 
account for 
the capsizing of 
the ves­ 
sel. 
I t is 
said 
th at 
the 
Escambia 
had 
a num ber 
of 
iron 
tanks 
at 
the 
bottom 
of 
her 
hold, 
for 
water 
ballast, and th a t the w ater was pumped 
out of these tanks before she was loaded, 


aDd th at she was then filled up w ith wheat, 
while eighty tons of ooal were piled on her 
upper deck. 
If this report is true there 
is nothing m ysterious about the capsizing 
of the steam er, though there certainly is 
som ething m ysterious ah tit the course of 
the Captain and consignees in allowing so 
crazy a thing to be done. 
For this process 
of em ptying the tanks, and leaving them 
to occupy space w ith air which ought to 
have been filled w ith cargo, would have 
been em inently calculated to produce the 
capsizing of the vessel at the first strain 
upon her, and we did not suppose th at any 
man thought fit to he intrusted w ith the 
command of a large steam er was imbecile 
enough to allow his ship to be loaded in 
such a way. 
In fact if this story of the 
tanks is confirmed it would really look as 
though the steam er was deliberately throw n 
away, for under such conditions no sane 
man could have expected her to m ake tho 
voyage, even if she got safely out of port. 
A ltogether the case is one which calls for 
an investigation, but we do not suppose 
any effective inquiry will be made unless 
it is undertaken by the pross. 


THE 
CYCLONE 
REGIO». 


W e do not know w hether cyclones are 
more frequent than 
form erly 
on 
the 
W estern prairies, for it is quite possible 
th at the spread of settlem ent m akes them 
appear so. 
I t is, however, evident th at 
life in the regions effected by these phe­ 
nom ena is at least as uncertain and full of 
danger as life in a volcanic and earth­ 
quake circle. 
Indeed, it is seldom th at 
earthquakes are so destructive as these 
tornadoes. 
W hen the latter strike a 
tow n or village they mow a 
regular 
sw athe through it, cutting down 
and 
grinding into fragm ents everything in their 
path. 
No buildings are capable of w ith­ 
standing the immense preesurc of the wind 
under these circum stances. 
Stone, brick 
or wood alike m elts away before tho tre ­ 
mendous blast. The recent tornadoes have 
been more than usually destructive. 
I t is 
estim ated th a t the loss of property alone 
will reaoh a t least a m illion dollars, while 
the num ber of lives lost is really appalling. 
The w orst of it is th a t there is bo remedy 
for the evil. 
Science suggests no methods 
by which cyclones can be prevented or 
diverted from tbeir course, nor can th eir 
advent be predicted, nor the places in 
which they will appear. 
This total un­ 
certainty m ust sooner or later exert a de­ 
preciating influence upon real property in 
the regions which have been visited by 
the storm s more than once, and it is even 
possible th a t some such places m ay he in 
tim e abandoned. 


THE LOYAL LEAGUE AND BOYCOTTING. 


W e have received a letter from the 
Chairm an of the Executive Com m ittee of 
the Loyal League of California, stating th at 
in a recent editorial on “ B oycotting” we 
unintentionally did th a t organization an 
injustice, m entioning it among some bodies 
which adopted th a t m ethod of coercion. 
Our correspondent suggests th a t the error 
probably arose “ from a m istake of one of 
the city (San Francisco) press reporters.” 
This was the case. 
W e took a statem ent 
in a San Francisco jonrosl as the basis of 
our reference to the Loyal League, and 
since we see th at its C onstitution has 
no hint of “ B oycotting,” and since our 
correspondent assures us th a t the organiza­ 
tion does not contem plate recourse to th at 
m ethod, we very cheerfully put the fact on 
record th a t wc were misled in this instance, 
and give equal publicity to the statem ent 
th a t the Loyal Lsagnc is not and does not 
mean to be, a “ B oycotting" organization. 
There are several other societies from 
which we should be glad to hear in the 
same way, b u t thus far they have m ain­ 
tained silence.

OF 
HISTORY. 


E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n ; Permit me to re­ 
mind your readers of a part of the recent his­ 
tory cf the debris case. In November, 1879, 
the miners offered the city of Marysville §40,­ 
000 to postpone action in a suit, brought 
against certain hydraulic mines, for 00 days. 
This offer was refused by that city, and yet 
not a single motion has been made in that 
case since. 
Marysville brought suits, but 
they were allowed to remain untried. Of all 
the suits brought, only that brought by Sac­ 
ramento connty has been forced to trial, and 
that was tried only because Attorney-General 
Hart took the case out of the management of 
George Cadwalader and forced it to tii »l. 
If 
any of the suits brought had been tried, a de­ 
cision like that rendered by Judge Temple 
would have been obtained. The people of 
Marysville let their own suif-a die on the 
dccket, and, through a Sacramento attorney 
and a Sacramento Board of Supervisors, forced 
Sacramento county to bear the cost of a test 
case. Afteryears of delay and mismanagement, 
a suit is at last forced to trial by the Attorney- 
General, and a verdict in favor of the valley- 
obtained. 
But after all the boasts and 
threats of the “ injured district,” the whole 
cost of the fight is forced upon Sacramento 
county. 
But that even now any case has 
been brought to trial is due solely to the pres­ 
ence of the Attorney-General in the case; 
and that the decree Í9 what it is, may be at­ 
tributed to the same fact. One case settled 
the iaw for all, to the infinite disgust of the 
advocates of numerous suits with big fees in 
each.

E x tra cts from L eading E d ito ria ls of th e 
Record-U nion in th e Y ear 1881 on th e 


D ebris Q uestion. 


The following quotations from edito»i »ls of 
the R ecord-U nion, which have appeared from 
time to time, touching tho debris controversy 
during tho year 
1881, clearly establish a 
consensúa of opinion between the facts as 
found by Judge Temple and the. position 
taken by this paper. 
The labor of this com­ 
pilation has been found to be very consider­ 
able, since it involved the examination of 
over one hundred editorial articles upon this 
subject. 
The editorials in the year 1882— 
but a few months of which have elapsed—are 
as-mined to be fresh in the minds of our 
reaaera. 
W e now challenge the production of any 
editorial expression of this paper not in strict 
accordance with the findings of law and fact 
aud the decree as rendered by Judge Temple 
in his recent decision of t^e Gold Run case. 
We introduce the quotations with two of 
comparatively recent date, out of their order» 
to the italicized portions cf which especial 
attention is directed. 
Following these two 
we quote from the recent decision of Judge 
Temple, so that the comparison will be im­ 
mediate. 
* 
[Frera the Record-Union of September 6, 1881.) 
In a leading editorial printed September 
G, 1881, the R ec o rd -U n io n pronounced as 
follows : 
“ T hat hydraulic mining is a destructive 
agency is nowhere denied. 
T hat if remedial 
measures can be devised whereby hydraulic 
mining can be continued without completing 
the ruin of valley lands, farms and cities, 
now so nearly wrought, euch measures should 
be applied. 
I f no such measures ran be de­ 
vised. then, in natural justice, hyJraulic win 
ing should cense, unless those direr tin pvofltciP 
by such operation shall prevent at their men 
cost, all injury to private property and all 
damage to the navigable waters of the State.” 
[July 2D, 1891.J 
“ A t preseut the hydraulic miners are 
evincing a disposition to build dams on their 
own account, so as to prevent the tailings 
from their mines entering the rivers.” 
“ The farmers have unquestionably had 
great cause of 
aggravation. 
They are 
entiled to 
full 
protection 
against the 
fljw of debris, and they have 
a 
per­ 
fect right 
to insist 
that 
nothing less 
than this fu ll protection shall be accorded 
them. 
But it remains true that i f it can be 
made evident that such proteetienx is compatible 
with the continued working of the mines, and if 
it can be shown that the adoption of well ma­ 
tured engineering plans will afford them this 
protection. they ought to rest content with the 
rescue and salvation o f their lands, and they 
ought nut to demand the destruction of the 
mining interest in addition.” 
[From the decree of Judge Temple of June 12,1S82.] 
“ T hat said defendant, and all the officers, 
superintendents, foremen, agents and em­ 
ployes thereof, bo perpetually enjoined and 
restraiued from discharging or dumping into 
the N orth Fork of the American river, or 
into any stream tributary thereto, and especi­ 
ally into Canyon creek, any bowlders, cobble­ 
stones, gravel or sand from the mines ; also 
from causing any such m aterial to flow or to 
be washed into said river from its said mines 
or tracts of mineral land. 
“ Subject, nevertheless, to this, that said de­ 
fendants may at any time, as it shall be ad­ 
vised, apply to this Court to have this decree 
and restraining order modified or vacated and 
ret aside. 
And whenever upon men showing 
it shall appear that efficient means have been 
provided to impound, detain and hold back 
such tailings at any point on said American 
riter above Alder creek, and that such means 
art sufficient to detain all bowlders, cobble­ 
stones, gravel and the heavier sand, then said 
defendant shall be entitled to have said decree 
vacated and set aside.” 
[January S, 1881.] 
“ If hydraulic miuing was stopped to-mor­ 
row the danger would not be averted.” 
“ If hydraulic mining was stopped, and 
nolhing else was dune, all this debris would 
in time be washed dowD, with the resulta in­ 
dicated. 
I t is therefore evident th at the 
stoppage of mining cannot be regarded as a 
possible solution of the question, but th at it 
is absolutely necessary to proceed with reme­ 
dial works under any circumstances, unless it 
is thought desirable 
th a t the Sacramento 
valley should be abandoned.” 
[January 15, 1881.1 
“ Property to the value of §6,000,000 has 
been destroyed by the debris from the hy­ 
draulic mines. 
Property to the value of 
§60,000 000 is menaced with entire destruc­ 
tion unless the fl ow of debris is stopped.** 
[January 17, 1831.] 
“ H ad the farmers been left to themselves 
they might very possibly have secured in­ 
junctions in the Courts against the hydraulic 
miners, in which event the working of the 
mines would have been suspended. ’ 
“ Again, if the hydraulic mines are stopped, 
who is to bear the expense of preventing the 
downflow of the sand with which the m ount 
ain canyons are now -tilled? 
Would the 
journals which oppose the present method for 
raising the revenue for these purposes put 
the entire burden upon the owners of the 
valley lands whose property is threatened 
with destruction? T hat would be to make 
them pay for the Jaches of the miners.”

“ The brush dams have done just what they 
were expected and intended to do, that is to 
say, they have held back the heavier debris 
in large quantities.” 
[February 4,18S1.J 
“ The hydraulic mines are but an insignifi 
cant factor in the situation.” 
# 
“ If tho hydranlic mines were abandoned 
to-morrow it would still be necessary to carry 
out the works which have been planned.” 
[February 8, 1881.] 
“ This is a State question, if ever there was 
one. 
H alf California is interested in it. San 
FrancUco is concerned as deeply as any part 
of the community, though her press has not 
the sense to see it. 
The wealth that has been 
taken from the hydraulic mines has been ex­ 
pended there. If the Sacramento valley goes, 
however, the harbor of San Francisco will go 
tco. 
It. will not take many years to destroy 
the navigability of the Sacramento river at 
the prespnt rate of progress, and when this is 
done, the boasted commerce of San Francisco 
will speedily vanish. 
The people of the 
Sacramento valley are making this contest in 
the interests of the whole State far more 
than their own.” 
“ Our farmers have equities which the Courts 
will assuredly recognize, and there is no doubt 
that they cun recover as against the miners if 
litigation is resorted to ” 
[February 10, 1881.] 
“ We have no further interest in the ques­ 
tion than 1 n dre Is cf thousands of citizens. 
It will be as easy for us to leave the Sacra­ 
mento valley, a» for any residents of it, if the 
worst comes to the worst.” 
“ We stand to-day for no personal or sec 
tional consideration whatever, but for the 
best and highest interests of the entire com­ 
munity.” 
[February 12, 1881.1 
“ In (be first place it must be realized that 
the stoppage of hydraulic mining will not 
8ave the Sacramento valley. 
W e will not say 
that it may not hereafter become necessary 
to stop it, but in considering the problem ac­ 
tually before us, it need not be taken into 
account.” 
[February 14, 1881.1 
“ When the farmers of Bsar river appealed 
to the Courts for protection against the flow 
of debris from the hydraulic mines, the 
R ec o rd -U n io n took the position that the 
miners ought to be compelled to make such 
disposition of their debris as would prevent 
the injury of the lands below. W e then dem­ 
onstrated the applicability cf the legal prin­ 
ciple that it is incumbent upon every man so 
to use his property as not to injure others. 
From an abstract standpoint we believed 
then, and still believe, that this position is 
impregnablo.”

“ The R ec o rd -U n io n is not the friend of 
hydraulic mining, but it is the friend of the 
people of the Sacramento valley, and it has 
set its face against all movements calculated 
to deprive this community of protection and 
relief.”

“ No legislation had (on the remedial meas­ 
ures) interferes in the least respect with the 
right of the citizen to Beek redries through 
the Courts, and this fact should be clearly 
comprehended.”

“ Y estérday we challenged the pretended 
opponents of hydraulic mining to give proof 
or their good faith, not by mere chattering, 
but by inducing the Legislature to enact some 
practical aud immediately available law to 
restrain the hydraulic miners.” 
“ Wo have interposed no obstacle to the 
adoption of other remedies, whether in the 
wav of legislative enactment or legal pro­ 
ceeding.” 
“ It is in order to inquire what ¡Sacramento 
property will be worth in ten years, if noth­ 
ing is dune in tho meantime to arrest the evils 
of hydraulic mining. 
We are contending for 
actual and effective remedied.

want to take the desperate chances of a pro­

“ There is no difference of opinion as to 
the necessity of putting a stop to the damage 
done by the deposition of debris in the river?. 
B ut because we all think alike in that respect, 
it does not follow that we m ust all .agree to 
whatever superfluous aud needless expendi­ 
tures are proposed.” 
[July 5, 1881 ] 
“ If there had been any question cf assist­ 
ing other counties in the contest with the 
hydraulic o.ir.crs, it might have been in order 
to give Marysville §2,000 or §3,000 to help 
her out.” 
* 
[July 6, If81.] 
“ Tha people cf Sacramento county are, 
with a ve y few exceptions, opposed to the 
further destruction of the rivers by mining 
debrii*. 
The R e c o rd U n io n made this fight 
long before Mr. Gadwalader was heard *1 in 
it. W hat one and all disinterested and liberal- 
minded men seek is the adjustm ent of this 
question tfiih the least possible harm to all 
cuccerr.ed, aud tho least possible expendi­ 
ture.” 
[July 11,18S1 1 
“ Exoerienca showed that if 
hydraulic 
mining was continued a few years longer 
without any restrictive action, not only would 
the rivers be destroyed but the cultivable 
land aud the cities and villages along the 
various streams if f --cted would be over­ 
whelmed. 
So far as the owners of the 
threatened property were concerned, it was a 
case of self-i>reBerv»fioD.” 
“ B ut those who had given the subject 
most attention pcictived that however clear 
and strong the u n itie s of the valley resi­ 
dents might be, there were property interests 
involved on tha tide of the miners which 
would render a -udden and final stop­ 
page 
of 
hydraulic mining most 
disas­ 
trous in its 
consequences. 
Capital had 
been 
invested in 
very 
large 
amounts 
ia the miuing region. 
A great industry had 
been built up there. 
I t supplied thousands 
with work and bu iaes?, r.nd atristed mate­ 
rially ia maintaining tho prosperity cf the 
State. 
I t was necessary, before summary 
steps were taken to destroy that interest, 
that an effort should ke made to ascertain 
whether the valley lands could not be effect­ 
ually protected without requiring the aband­ 
onment ( f hydraulic mining.” 
“ Engineers of national reputation were 
brought here to examine and report upon the 
situation. 
They decided, as the result of 
their investigation, that the rivers could be 
kept clear without stopping the mine?. 
On 
the strength of these reports a measure was 
framed providing for the application « f rem­ 
edies recommended, and as the prim ary ob­ 
ject of this whole scheme was to save the 
State the loss which the stoppage of hydraulic 
mining would entail, it was considered just 
to levy a State tax for the prosecution of the 
engineering works.”

The R ec o rd -U n io n has always been per­ 
fectly clear upon the proposition that uüless 
the mining debris could be so carried as not 
to injure the valley lands, the river channel?, 
and the bays and harbors of the State, it 
ought not to be alio iced to enter the streams at 
all. 
B ut noticing the magnitude of the inter­ 
est which had grown up in the mountains,

“ We have believed from the first that if 
the Drainage A ct was allowed to stand and 
was faithfully administered, the problem be­ 
fore the people could have been Bolved in 
such a way as to secure full aud lasting pro­ 
tection to the agricultural interests without 
necessitating the abandonment of hydraulic 
mining. W e have, however, fully recognized 
the absolute necessity of protecting the farm* 
ing lands from the flow of debri-', and since 
the action of the Supreme Court renders the 
measures which we believe to be the best no 
longer practicable, nothing remains hut a set­ 
tlem ent of the question in issue by the Courts 
as speedily as possible. 
Since it is now evi­ 
dent that litigation is the only method availa­ 
ble for determining the controversy, the R ec­ 
o rd -U n io n will support that recourse and 
will urge the prompt adjudication of the 
issue. ” 
“ Since litigation alone can settle the nu in 
issue we cannot have it adjudicated too 
speedily.”

1 This journal was the first in the State to 
express the opinion that the alleged right of 
the hydranlic miners to pour their debris into 
the streams and rivers, to the injury of the 
lands in the valley, could not bo maintained. 
The right of the valley property -owners to 
protection for their noldiugs has never been 
more clearly set forth than in these columns.”

CAUCUS OF BERRY DELEGATES. 
San Jose, June 20th.—Forty delegates 
attended the Berry caucus. The roll was 
called, and seventy-six and a half votes were 
answered for. There was a tie in Solano on 
delegates at large, and both were admitted 
with a half vote each. The caucus determined 
to stand by Berry for one whole day. The 
talk of going to other candidates dir closed a 
preference for Stoneman, Johnson and Tay­ 
lor, but not for Hearst. Martio, for Chair­ 
man, will probably be defeated, and Boggs 
elected. 
THE PROGRAMME.

S an Jose, June 20th.—The San Francisco 
debgatien caucused this morning with 96 
members present. A motion to support 
Boggs for Chairman was laid to the table. 
It is reported that 80 delegates attended 
the Stoneman caucus, and ans vercJ for 80 
more. 
There is a great rush now at the committee 
headquarters for tickets of admission to the 
theater where the Convention meets. Hardly 
one-fourth of the applicants can be accom­ 
modated. 
Denis Kearny and M. J. Kelly are here. 
The Hearst managers profess the utmost 
confidence in the nomination of their man. 
The adherents cf Johnson, Stoneman, Tay­ 
lor and Berry are equally confident that 
Hearst cannot augment his present strength. 
THE CONVENTION CALLED TO ORDER. 

W. D. English, Chairman of 
the State Central Committee, stepped on the 
stage and w&s greeted with applause.

THE VOTE DECLARED—BOGGS ELECTED. 
The Chair announced the vote as follows : 
264 for Boggs and 193 for Martin. 
The Chair then declared Boggs elected. 
On motion of M artin of Alameda, Boggs 
was declared Chairman by acclamation. J. 
C. Martin and T. B. Bishop were appointed 
to escort Boggs to the chair. 
Boggs was then introduced. He esteemed 
the honor as a high one. Esteemed it es­ 
pecially as he was not the special advocate 
of any candidate. In the discharge of the 
duties, he promised to act as fairly aDd im­ 
partially as he could. He also asked the in­ 
dulgence of the Convention. He predicted 
that at the close of the Convention the 
Democracy would be united from Del Norte 
to San Diego, and from the Sierras to the 
sea. Out of the material you have to select 
from for the head of th6 ticket you can 
scarcely mske a mistake, or a selection that 
would not give general satisfaction. The 
Democracy is ever ready to deal with living 
issues. 
He hoped the Convention would 
steer clear of factious issues that would breed 
confusion. The Republicans are watching 
us to take advantage of any mistake. The 
journals are already attacking our candidates. 
We do not expect to satisfy our opponents. 
Ths Chair awaits the pleasure of the Conven­ 
tion. 
SECRETARIES ELECTED— COMMITTEES. 
Nominations for Secretary were then made, 
and Ed. F. Smith, John A. Coffey, Henry 
C. Guessford, W. S. O’Brien and Frank A. 
McCordell were elected. 
Linell of Los Angeles moved the appoint­ 
ment of a committee of five on credentials. 
Manlove of Sacramento moved that two 
be selected from each Congressional district, 
and one at large. 
Manlove’s motion prevailed. 
Bishop of San Francisco moved that the 
Chair appoint a committee of five from each 
Congressional district for order of business 
and permanent officers of the Convention. 
Bull of Yolo said the committee was too 
large, and moved that the committee be com­ 
posed of two from each Congressional district. 
McGavery of Mendocino raised the point 
that the whole matter was out of order, as 
a Committee on Credentials had not been ap­ 
pointed. 
The Chair ruled the point well taken. 
Another effort was made to secure the ap­ 
pointment of a Committee on Order of Busi­ 
ness and Permanent Officeip. 
The point of order was renewed, and many 
Bpssche3 were made in favor of proceeding at 
once to organize the Convention. 
The point of order was withdrawn, and the 
Convention voted to appoint a committee of 
two from each Congressional District and one 
at large. 
Rogers of Mendocino moved the app oint­ 
ment of a committee of equal size on plat­ 
form and resolutions. 
Flourney said the time had not arrived for 
the appointment of a Committee on Plat­ 
form. That had nothing to do with the 
permanent organization. This committee 
should be created by the Convention itself. 
White spoke «gainst too much haste, and 
the violation of parliamentary customs. 
Manlove of Sacramento saw no objection 
to immediate organization. 
The motion to appoint a Committee on 
Platform then prevailed. 
The Chair announced the following Com­ 
mittee on Credentials : First District, Rob­ 
ert Howe and John II. Wise, of San Fran­ 
cisco ; Second District, R. S. Carey, of Sac­ 
ramento, and John Hackett, of Alameda ; 
Third District, C. F. Foster, of Tehama, and

A motion to appoint other committees pro­ 
voked some discussion, some delegates hold­ 
ing thht this business should bo performed 
after the Committee oa Credentials had re­ 
ported. 
The Convention, by an almost unanimous 
vote, resolved to appoint at once.

ADJOURNMENT. 
The credentials were handed in, after 
which the Convention adjourned until to­ 
morrow at 9 A. m. 
Friends of Johnson and Hearst claim that 
their candidates have gained strength since 
yesterday. Stoneman has certainly not 
gained, while many of his supporters are 
weakening for some cause or other. 
THE SITUATION 
COMPARED TO MINISTER 
SCHENCK’S WEAKNESS. 
San Jose, June 20th.—After the adjourn­ 
ment this afternoon your correspondent heard 
a promiceat Democrat compare the situation 
here to a game of poker in which all the 
players “ stood pat.” With a limited knowl­ 
edge of the game, your correspondent would 
prefer to compare the situation to-night to a 
hand that had p issed to “ j ick pot.” Hearst 
has opened the pot with a pair of jacks, and 
Johnson, Stoneman and Taylor, holding good 
hands to draw to, are all coming in. 
No 
cards will be dealt on the draw until after 
the first ballot. 
MISCELLANEOUS GOSSir. 
Really there is nothing new in the situa­ 
tion. Rumors are plentiful of dofections from 
Hearst’s ranks aod additions to Johnson’s 
and Taylor’s, but nothing definite can be 
made out of the whole talk. 
The moat depondent man your correspond­ 
ent has seen is Barney Woolf. He wants 
very much to be nominated for Clerk of the 
Supreme Court, but it is said he will not ha re 
over twenty of the San Francisco and four of 
the Sicramento votes. . 
The latest bit of gossip is that if Stoneman 
is nominated ho will be forced to resign his 
half-pay rank in the United States army, as 
a State statute provides that no person in 
receipt of over $500 pay from the United 
States Government can be eligible to a State 
officer This statute could be drawn on him 
in his present office, and would be in case of 
his nomination here. 
Johnson is doing the hardest work, but as 
Hearst’s headquarters is the only one where 
liquid refreshments are served, his rooms 
have the greatest appearance of life. 
Hearst received a professional visit to-day 
from his San Francisco medical adviser. As 
the fight is not yet in its thickest, it is to be 
hopel, for the sake of the boys, that the 
moneyed man will not be compelled on ac­ 
count of ill-health to draw cut. 
An immense banner, with “ General Roee- 
crans’ Headquarters ” iocribed thereon, was 
unfurled on Second etreet this evening. 
Judge Ferral, however, is eaid to be able to 
beat Rosacrans for Congreas. 
WHAT TO-DAY MAY BRING FORTH. 
San Jose, June 20;b.—To morrow, after 
consideration of the platform, it is confident­ 
ly expected that nominations for Governor 
will be made, but opinions differ a? to the 
certainty of a ballot being reached during 
tho day. The best authority, however, is 
that a ballot will bo taken, on which the can­ 
didates, especially Hearst, will manifest their 
utmost strength, and that on the second bal. 
lot evidences of a break will be shown, which 
it is thought will be mere extensive on the 
third ballot, resulting in the gain of Johnson, 
Stoneman and Taylcr. It seems to be the 
prevailing opinion, however, that no decisive 
vote will be reached during the day, an ad­ 
journment being thought desirable for the 
candidate with the sack. Tc-night it was 
commonly reported that three country dele­ 
gates, coming from within the shadow of the 
Sierras, had been purchased during the pre­ 
vious twenty-four hours for $2,0Q0, and the 
consequence w&s that street quotations for 
delegates advanced from $300 to $500 apiece, 
THE PLATFORM. 
An effort is made to keep the action of the 
Committee on Platform secret, but a person 
who has seen the draft of the platform in the 
shape in which it will probably be presented, 
informed your correspordent late to-night 
that one plank carries slickens on one end aud 
clear water on the other ; one plank will fa­ 
vor the repeal of the Sunday law, and an 
effort will be made to introduce a plank 
plelging the candidates to work for a law 
making a-definite and considerable reduction 
in fares and freights.

The F ire at O akland W h a rf-F u rth e r 
D etail*. 
Oa k la n d, June 20th.—About 12 o’clock 
last night the watchman on the bark Great 
Western, unloading at Long Wharf, discov­ 
ered a small fire breaking out through the 
curve on the roof of the warehouse on the 
wharf. He ran to extinguish it, thinking it 
was quite insignificant, but when he opened 
the door a gust of flame burst forth in his 
ftfce, and he saw that the whole interior of 
the building was on fire. Four vessels w-ere 
moored to the wharf -the Great West­ 
ern, 
Centennial, 
Big 
Bonarzx 
and 
Xorina. Of these, the Centennial and Big 
Bonanza were quickly towed out into 
the stre im by the ferry-boat Oakland. The 
Great Western, a heavily-loaded ship of 
1,800 tons register, was firmly imbedded in 
the mud, and tho Norma caught fire before 
she could be extricated. The Great Western 
was valued at $25,000, and is a total loe?. 
She had on board 1,800 tons of coal, of which 
the greater part will probably be saved, as 
the hold was* flooded by the San Francisco 
fire-boift Governor Irwin, which was earl} 
dispatched to the Ecene, and played two pow­ 
erful streams on the flimes, without, how­ 
ever, much effect. Beside the coal in the 
Great Western there was about $7,000 worth 
of freight in the hold, which is a total loss. 
She was not insured, the policy having 
been allowed to lapse some two months ago, 
owing to a difficulty with the insurance men. 
The owners are Robert Sutton, C. J. Henry 
and C. P. Howes, and the master is Captain 
Simmon?, The Norma, of Hull, is an iron 
ship, and her damage is chiefly confined to 
the rigging, amounting to about $8,000; fully 
insured. After sue had burned for a while, 
she was dragged away from the Are by one 
of the locomotives. The damage to the 
wharf, warehouse and contents amounts to 
about $20,000. Most of the wheat in store 
was hauled out beforo the fire reached it, but 
four flxt car3 and their load were destroyed. 
The tire burned all night, notwithstandirg 
the efforts of the railroad fire engines, Oak 
land Fire Department and the San Fran­ 
cisco fire tug. In fact everything that could 
burn and was not removed did burn. The 
total damage is about $60,000. 
An O ld M an D row nrd. 
H ealdsburg, June 20th.— Nicholas Mour- 
bach, aged 00 year*, was accidentally drowned 
in Russian river Friday, while bathing. His 
remains were S3nt to San Francisco. 
City E lection — T em perance T icket De­ 
feated. 
E u re k a (Humboldt county), June 20th.— 
An election for city officers took place here 
yesterday. A temperance ticket was rnD, 
but was defeated by a small majority. The 
candidates were handicapped with a pledge 
to an excessive saloon license, which caused 
the defeat of the ticket. An indorsement of 
the Sunday law and a pledge to its enforce­ 
ment would have insured the election of the 
ticket. Thomas Walsh, the present Mayor, 
was re-elected. 
R ailroad A ccident. 
S an J ose, June 20th.—About noon to-day 
a narrow-gauge freight train jumped a frog at 
Clem switch, a mile south of Glenwood sta­ 
tion. The locomotive keeled over, and John 
McNamara, the fireman, had his legs com­ 
pletely shattered.

AKIZOKA. 
Im p o rtan t R ailroad E nterprise. 
Tucson, June 20th.—S. R. DeLong, eugi 
neer of the Tucson and Gulf of California 
Railroad, and his surveyors, returned to-day, 
having completed the location of the line 
from this city to Port Lobes, on the Gulf. 
The distance to tide-water is 200 miles. In 
no place is the grade over 70 feet to the mile, 
and the average is 30 feet. The entire route 
Í3 over plains and passes, near and through a 
vast region of rich mineral country. Gold, 
silver and copper crop out in all the mount­ 
ains. It also passes through an extensive 
anthracite coal bed in Sonora, about forty 
miles from the American boundary line. 
Port Lobes is completely protected from the 
prevailing winds. The cost of grading the 
line will be a small item in the construction, 
as there are very few fills or cuts. There are 
but two rivers on the line—the Santa Cruz 
and th^ Altar. 


Vf AdHISGTOX TERRITORY. 
The R nrn lng of the Rodger*. 
. P o rt T ow nsend, June 20;h.—The follow­ 
ing i? a report of the burning of the United 
States exploring steamer Rodgers in St. Law­ 
rence Bay : At the time the Rodgers was 
burned she was lying off shore about a mile 
and a half distant, with two anchors down, 
75 fathoms on each chain, in ten fathoms of 
water, lying head to a strong northwest wind. 
The fire was reported at about 8:45 A. M. 
All prcceeded at once to the tire quarters, 
and everything possible was done to save the 
ship. The fire was located in the lower hold 
forward, and its probable cause was sponta­ 
neous combustion. The place where it 
originated was so situated, being near the 
ccal bunkers, that it was next to an 
impossibility to get a stream of water on it. 
The officers and crew battled manfully, and 
vigorously fought the destroying element 
almost with desperation, but all to no pur­ 
pose. The fire gained fo rapidly that it be­ 
came evident to her commander that all at­ 
tempts to save the ship would prove fruitless, 
so at about 4 P. M., as a last resort, the chaius 
were slipped, sail made and the ship headed 
for the beach, in hopes that by scuttling her 
sufficient provisions might be saved to 
subsist the party on until 
rescued. 
Tne scuttling was done by opecing the out­ 
board delivery. Although from six to eight 
feet of water rushed into her firo-room, yet 
owing to the coal and timbers being choked 
the water did not flow forward to the seat of 
the fire. The ship at this time lay about 250 
yards from the shore, t-urrouaded by a soft 
slush twenty inches thiak, too soft to land 
upon, and yet too heavy to force boats 
through under ordinary circumstances. For­ 
tunately the ship was provided with a bi- 
darki, by means of which the men were en­ 
abled to carry a lino ashore. A t 10 P. M. the 
flames proceeded so far aft that it was de­ 
termined to abandon the ship, all hope of 
saving her being ended. From the time she 
was scuttled up to this moment the whole 
company was engaged in fighting the fire, 
making jettison of the combustible cargo, 
breaking out boats, provision*,^ etc. But 
little success was however had iu securing 
the latter. The condition of the ice wa? 
such that it took until 2 a. m. of the fol­ 
lowing day to land what could be saved. 
The boats were hauled up and the whole 
party encamped upon the beach for two days, 
before any attempt was made to communi­ 
cate with the natives, wh > then cime down 
with a few sledges to assist the party to their 
village, a distance of about seven miles. 
Thirty barrels of flour, one of bear.?, one of 
sugar, one of tea, one of coffee, about three 
hundred pounds of pammican, twenty-five of 
to acco, eight Remington rifles, five thousand 
cartridges, some trade article?, were saved, 
and in all five boats, with a com­ 
plete outfit, were loaded. The trip from 
theboafB to the village was very laborious in 
the exhausted condition of the ship’s com­ 
pany, it being over hills with snow four feet 
deep, taking from 10 a. >1. until 5 p. si. to 
travel the seven miles. The village is known 
by the name of North Head, so called by the 
whalers, aud consista of eleven huts. The 
tribe are tho Tchanketchis, which inhabit all 
that portion of northeastern Siberia. The 
officers and crew were distributed among the 
different habitations, according to the capacity 
of the latter, where they settled down for a 
long winter’s §iege, knowing well that a ret- 
cuing party would not approach until the 
following spring, adapting themselves to the 
best of their ability to the manners and cus­ 
toms of Bavage life. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
Tlic F ra ifr R iver Flood M ournful Scene 
of De variation. 
V ictoria, June 20th.—Frazer river at­ 
tained its highest point on Thursday, &nd on 
Friday began suddenly to falJ, and is still re­ 
ceding. The work of devastation ia these 
farming settlements is now omplete, there 
being not more than a dozen ranchers who 


have been fortunate 6nough to save their crops. 
From Chiliwhack is one vast sheet c f water, 
in many places over two feet deep. In 
m&Dy instances houses and barns have been 
floated off, and fences, etc., are seen floating 
about in all direction?. A great^ number of 
young stock have been lost, and in many in­ 
stances utter destitution may be observed 
among families who, a couple of weeks agr, 
considered themselves in comfortable circum­ 
stances. Thousands of tons of hay will be 
destroyed. 
Y arrow Escape of a S team er—M ore Clil 
nese. 
V icto ria, June 20th.—The steamer Pacific 
Slope, Captain H. Moore, had a narrow es­ 
cape on her last trip to Emory. When op­ 
posite the “ Sisters,” the hull of the wrecked 
steamer Cassiar was met, and when just 
abreast of the Pacific Slope the wrecked 
steamer suddenly dip¡»ed, and then shot 
straight up into the air, towering above 
the Slope. AH on board expected to b9 in­ 
stantly crushed, but before the mass of wood 
could fall Captain Moore, with remarkable 
skill and presence of mind, grasped the wheel 
and encceeded in turning the boat out of her 
course just in time to escape being crushed 
by the hull of the wreck, which fell with a 
loud splash and turned bottom up.

The American ship Charter IL k arrived in 
the royal roads yesterday afternoon, 45 dayB 
from HoLgkong, with 450 coolies aud a cargo 
of Chinese merchandise. 
C ollegiate School-kou*e B urn ed . 
V icto ria, June 20L,h .— The collegiate 
school-house in this city was destroyed by 
fire this morning at 5 o’clock, with nearly all 
its contents. The fire is supposed to have 
been of incendiary origin. Among the arti­ 
cles destroyed was a valuable organ and a 
large library of books, the accumulation of 
25 rears.

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The Capsf/.cd S team er—F n rth er D etail*. 
San F rancisco, June 20th.—By telephone 
from Point Lobos, it is learned that Captain 
Purvis, with the engineer, cook and steward 
of the Escambia, came ashore in one of the 
ship’s boats about daylight near ths Ocean 
House. No report regarding the disaster has 
yet been received from them. 
PARTICULARS of th e disaster. 
San F rancisco. Juna 20ch.—It proves dif­ 
ficult to obtain much information rrgarding 
the lots of the steamer Escambia. Captain 
Purvis has been closeted during the morning 
with the consignees, and the men rescued 
with him have been stowed away to fI?ep off 
the fatigue of the night’s struggles with the 
waves. This much, however, has been 
gleaned from the statement? made by the 
Captain and by stevedores who stowed the 
vessel: O*iog to the empty cmdition «of 
the water-ballast tanks and the coal carried 
on deck, the chip was cranky. On getting 
outside «be encountered a heavy sea. One of 
the journals became heated, and the engines 
were stopped. The ship, losing headway, 
fell off into the trough of the tea and a wave 
boarded her, throwing her on her beam ends. 
All hands rushed on deck, as the water began 
to pour in through the skylights and hatches, 
and owing to tho dangerous position of the 
shin no one would go below to start the 
engines and get her head to the sea again, and 
she filled rapidly and sink. The Captain, 
engineer and seven others got into one boat, 
and nine men took the life-boat. The latter 
boat was full of water, and had no oars. 
The Captain supposes that 
the re­ 
mainder of the crew, eleven in number, 
went down with the ship. 
The Cap­ 
tain’s boat pulled around in the darkness 
until about 1 o’clock iu the morning, when 
an attempt was made to land on the ocean 
beach. The boat was swamped, and only 
four of its occupants succeeded in reaching 
the land. This morning search was made 
along the beach for the bodies of the other 
occupants of the boat, but no traca of them 
was found. 
The revenue cutter Richard 
Rush is now out lookiog for the lifeboat. The 
Escambi* bad on board a cargo of wheat 
valued at $90,000, which was fully insured. 
The ship is believed to be insured in Liver­ 
pool It is stated that it is the custom to 
empty the water tanks in loading, and as the 
coal is used up to fill the tanks to preserve 
stability. The general impression is that the 
disaster was due to piling the coal on detk. 
An inquiry will be held at once. Meantime 
the parties interested maintain a guarded 
silence 
CAPTAIN PURVIS MAKES A STATEMENT. 
Inter Captain Purvis made a statement 
subfctantially as follows : After the pilot left 
the vessel she wa3 struck by a heavy sea 
which filled her decks with several hundred 
tons of water, which careened the ship over 
badly. The third mate suog out that the 
bunkerUiatch had been washed off on the lee 
side. The ship then began to fill rapidly 
through the bunker batch opening, a space of 
about four feet square. Captain Purvis or­ 
dered the helm to be put hard down to bring 
the ship’s head to tho sea. The vessel came 
partly to, when she refused to answer her 
helm. She continued filling with water and 
careening more and more. The engineers 
and firemen rushed on deck greatly alarmed 
and the Captain then ordered the boats to be 
launched. Three boats were immediately 
lowered. The first and second mates jumped 
into a lifeboat which was astero of the snip 
and was swamped immediately. The Cap­ 
tain and eight of the crew got into a boat and 
pulled away for shore. They landed on the 
beach in the surf. Only four of those on 
board tie boat, including the Captain, suc­ 
ceeded in getting ashore alive, as the boat 
was rolled over and over by the surf. The 
third engineer (one of the persons saved) was 
so weak when assistance reached them that 
he wa9 rolling on the beach like a maniac. 
Tho?e able to walk climbed a high bluff and 
saw’ the Ocean House on fire, but were 
unable to reach it because of the lake in­ 
tervening. 
MR. DRESBACH’S STATEMENT. 
Mr. Dresbach, the charterer, states that 
the vessel was not by any means overloaded, 
and that the water tanks used as ballast bad 
been emptied to allow of more room for the 
stowage of the wheat, as they are never used 
except the vessel be empty or nearly so. Mr. 
Dresbach also states that he does not believe 
that the coal on the upper deck caused her to 
become top heavy, but is inclined to think 
that when she was Btruck by the heavy seas 
the water managed to get between decks on 
the port aide, in that way moistening the 
cargo and making it heavier on that side and 
giving the vessel a list to port. 
THE SAVED. 
Those saved besides Captain Purvis are R. 
\V. Walker, engineer ; George Dash, steward, 
and F. Jones, c >ok. The majority of the 
crew of the vessel deserted at Departure Bay, 
and upon her trip to this port she had but 
one sailor outside of the officers aboard. As 
she came down under steam no inconven­ 
ience was met with, except that the officers 
were compelled to take “ tricks ” at the 
wheel 
MEN SHIPPED AT THIS PORT. 
The following sailors were shipped at this 
port: W. Armstrong, aged *25; R. Mc­ 
Gregor, 28; W. Wickbash, 27 ; W. Murray, 
30; W. Hunter, 20; C. Tyrrell, 22; J. 
Ferguson 26; T# Smith, 23; J. Auderson, 
22. Armstrong and McGregor were firemen, 
the rest common seamen. The nativity of 
the men is unknown. 
THE ESCAMBIA’S FIRST OFFICER. 
First officer George was in command of the 
British ship Arcadia, which was wrecked 
April 22, 1881, some 300 miles from the Pit­ 
cairn Islands. 
Upon reaching London a 
Court of Inquiry exonerated him from all 
blame in that disaster, and he then shipped 
upon the Escambia. 
THE MISSING LIFEBOAT. 
S an F rancisco, Juno 20th.—Up to a late 
hour to-night the steamer Richard Rush had 
not returned from tho search of those who 
escaped from the steamer Escambia in the 
lifeboat, and nothing definite is known as to 
their fate. 
C aptain o f the A njrr H ead A rrested— Tlie

F rancisco, June 20.h.—Captain 
Roper, of the British steamer Acjer Head, 
was arrested this afternoon by the United 
States Marshal on a charge of having berths 
on the vessel placed contrary to law. He was 
examined by the Commissioner, and released 
on bonds in the sum of $2,000. 
At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
having in charge the arrangements for the
